lives were erualicd out by tons of bricks 
and iron, and sent unheralded to the 
throne of their Maker.

pository for even inanimate skeletons, 
mummies and books of the army medi- 
cal museum and u safer place of storage 
was provided for them, but notwith- 
standing the fact that in the public 
press and in congress also continued at- 
tention was called to the walls of the 
building and ittt darkness und general 
unmi it ability and mibiifcty, it continued 
to be used for the daily employment ol 
nearly 600 government servants.

Mrs. Chris Evans Went Down Town 


ami Bought Itiflc CuVti-idgcs 


After They Left, 


The Visnlia Delta contains the follow- 


ing additional particulars of the Evans 
and Boning incident: 


After the officers had completely sur- 


rounded thu house Sherin" Kay, accom- 
panied by 
lid liyrd, Mrs. 35vana: 


nephew, went up to 'he bandit's guto 
and were met by the train robber's 
children and then Mrs. Evans and her 
mother, Mrs Isabella Byrd, came out. 


Tliu sheriff asked if Evans and Sontug 


were there, and Mrs, Byrd suid they 
were not, and invited Kay to search the 
premises. Mrs. Evans at first refused 
to allow the place to he searched unless 
the ollicers had a warrant for such u 
proceeding, Kay informed her that he 
had that right without a warrant. Mrs. 
Evans then stated that her husband und 
his companion in crime, Sonttig, were 
not there, and said that the premises 
could be searched for the bandits. 


Sheriff Kay said he satisfied himself 
that the outlaws were not there, but he 
is-positive that they had been thero. 
The information he received was trust- 
worthy. 
» 


Mr. Kay sent word to the officers to 


go back to town, aa tlio bandits had es- 
eaped again. 


A Delta reporter drove up to Evans' 


barn, but thero was nothing in it except 
a buekboaril, u vehicle that Mrs. Evans 
uses in her travels. 


After the officers left the place Mrs. 


Evans, who was very much excited, en- 
gaged in conversation with several 
young men who remained about tho 
place. She asked them why they lin- 
gered around, as they were in range of 
the bandits' guns in the second story of 
Mrs. Byrd's house. The young men 
said they were not out there to hunt the 
bandits, but only wanted to bo eve 
witnesses of any battle that might take 
place. One of thu young men said that 
Kay showed good judgment in not going 
into the house, aud Mrs. Evans repeat- 
ed the words, emphasizing them as they 
fell from her lips, 


Somo member of the posse left his gun 


near the place and Mrs. Evans picked it 
up and mud it was a very good gnu. 
Elevating it to her shoulder, she aimed 
it at an imaginary foe and said she 
wished Detective Kmith of the Southern 
1'acilic was in range, that she would 
send him a shot, 


Eva, Mrs. Evans' daughter, asked her 


what would bu the matter of (iring the 
loud B, and she answered by eaylng that 
the weapon would kick. Mrs. Evans 
pulled out the cartridges in tho gun and 
took them in her liouao and afterwards 
drove down town and left tliu weapon 
at tho sheriff's oflice. Before leaving 
tiho told tho young men that she be- 
lieved that the ollicers1 visit wan only a 
ruse, that they intended to surround 
the house U»light. 


The opinion is general that Evans HIM! 


SouUig were in the house ut the Unit; of 
the ollicers' visit, and that their horse 
and curt had been removed to a safer 
place ot hiding, where it could be found 
when necessary. 


There was every indication that the 


bandits had been tlmro at least a few 
hours previous, an the family were very 
inuch excited and betrayed their feel- 
ings imtmetukubly. 


Airs. Evans came down later in the 


afternoon witli a gun Hitting upright In 
her buggy and went to a gunsmith's ou 
Main street nnd purchased* a Quantity of 
ammunition and returned home again.

branch nad seen i')vaiiH and Snnlivg 
Wednefldiiy niglit crossing the track at 
Tanruwi, eight miles north of this city.
